way thou haſt appointed now to be known in

divine Power ; and being born, led by the ſame 
all-creating Virtue into the Knowledge of that 
Life born in himſelf, formed in order it may 
be led into a Diſcipline altogether Spiritual, be- 
cauſe of that new Life to be made manifeſ}, 
which is a Life the Form of the divine Image; 
ſays the divine Word, all this muſt expreſsly 
be known, that by every one; yes; every one in 
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"Particular for himſelf muſt thus know of his 
being born of the Spirit, and quickned by a di- 
vine Power ; in this way it is their Preparation 
is wrought, which is a Preparation abſolutely 
neceſſary to know that Approach to the holy 
Prefence, whe delighteth in Purity as he is 
pure; therefore there is a Preparation to be 
known and to, be wrought, which muſt be 
known the way to introduce every Man into 
that State of Knowledge, which State is re- 
vealed in crder to convert the quickned Mind, 
and alſo to lead it, that there may be greater 
ExpeCtation, more enlarged Deſites, than when 
at firſt the Breathing of divine Power was known, 
in order to raiſe up this inward Spirit into that 
Exerciſe which was to be a Preparation, and ſo 
the Experience of a divine Power working, in 
which way Bleſſings that are revealed are known 


to be ſure; therefore there is the Exerciſe of 


Faith in God, which gives the Aſſurance which 
is made ſufficient by divine Command; ſo that 
as the divine Word miniſters, ſo is all received 
according to the Meaſure of inward Strength 
and Underſtanding; which Underſtanding is that 
Feeling of the divine Power, for where the 
Word is thus felr, there it is known the Bread 
of Life; yes, that Bread that does feed to eter- 
nal Life; and in receiving more and more, ac- 
cording as the Word enlargeth, ſo is the Exer- 
ciſe of Life more ſtrong, more powerful, ſo 
that ſuch under, and in the Operation of the 
divine Word, come to know a partaking in mea« 
ſure of that Power in and by which your Lord 
and great Head did conquer and overcome all 
Powers. Thus in receiving, conſider to what 
End it is to manifeſt the Spirit of Jeſus in you, 
and to teach you crncerning that Exerciſe of a 
holy Strife and Wreſtling in yourſelves, not 
only againſt Fleſh and Blood, bur re

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and Powers as they ſhew themſelves: The di- 
vine Word is of that kind, that where the 
Power of it is felt, the Soul ſinking into this 


Power, it becomes ſtrong in itſelf, and taught 
through believing, having a Light opened in 
itſelf, that by the Power of the Light of the 


great Center, is drawn into that Fixedneſs ; 


there it abides, and will not move, will net be 
turned aſide, but there will wait, having felt 
the Demonſtration of Power, which is the Wit- 


| neſs of God given to the Soul, to fix it in that 
Hope to know him the Strength of Iſrael. how 


he has been made manifeſt, and now again re- 


turns to be made manifeſt. I call all, faith the 


Lord God, now to confider Jeſus being revealed; 
how is he to be known, or how is he to appear 
manifeſting himſelf? Surely it is in and by his 


Diſciples, inaſmuch as that it is to be known the 
_ Diſcipie* ſhould: be as his Lord, fhew forth the 


divine Power when ſuch a Miniſtration appears ; - 
what then is to be the Hope and ExpeQation of 


ſuch that believe, but finding the divine Power 
and Life in themſelves, exerciſe themſelves - 


therein ? For this Power of the divine Word 


manifeſts itſelf, in order it may produce more 


living Increaſes out of that Ground of Man it

viſiceth ; for the divine Word coming forth in 


its own Increaſe, it does increaſe daily, that the 
End of Wiſdom may be anſwered, and all may 
be accompliſted that is the preparative Work 
to manifeſt and make known Heaven and Farth 
to be one, and the lefler Form to know the Viſt. 
tation of divine Power to enter into Commu- 
nion with the greater, that in this way it may 
be ſwallowed up, and ſo enter into that Per- 


fection which is of Jeſus before the Father. 


Uato the faithful Diſciple this Miniſtration does 
appear, and ſurely it is known to be that Appea- 
rance of ag dads which is to fill up what 
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1s lacking in every Appearance of God, and to 
manifeſt a greater Light upon every Appes- 
rance, than the Appearance itſelf did or could 
make manifeſt, becauſe it was but the Beginning 
of what was to follow after, though it bad Unity 
in that great and glorious Appearance in which 
all was to be made manifeſt, that it might be 
known the divine Nature did ſtand and was 
brought rogether in that Unity not to be ſepa» 
rated, though Degrees of Orders, and Orders 
in Degrees of Power, yet this Oneneſs filleth 
every Order, and the Whole is compleat. Thus, 
ſays the divine Word, I come to cpea all Scrip- 
rure, and to be in the Breaſt of every Man that 
Interpreter which makes known to him all 
Things that ſtand in the Wiſdom of God, and 
uſcful for each Man to profit . witha), that he 
may obtain that Knowledge ſet before him, and 
in this Knowledge the Power of God. Great is 
the Advantage to every one co operating with 
what they receive, that they may advance in 
that Knowledge which is the Love of God, 
which draws the inward Mind nearer and nearer 
to that Center of all Fulneſs into which ir is 
| fwallowed up. Ifiy, my Children, here is ſuch 
a State to be known ; I preach nothing in vain; 
I ſpeak the Word of Truth, therefore I thus 
ſpeak, exhorting each one to preſs forward, and 
ro knov! t hat in thus perſevering, the Spirit of 
- Power is near unto them; for in this preſent 
State my ja war are in, they have a Monitor 
which is the holy Spirit, the Spirit of Power, 
that will wirneſs in and to each one concerning 
the Will of God, and how far each one is to 
_ exerciſe himſelf for his own Advantage in that 
ExpeQation, which gives him Power to center in

vine Will, to call in the Senſes and Faculties of” 
Man, that he may now, in this Day of the 
Lord, have for himſelf the Revelation of that 
Form of the perfe& Man, in which Revelation:

for the Word demonſtrates that all Ages muſt 
thus learn and thus come, that in having Life- 
they may have it more and more, even until that”

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Life which is Eternal is made perfect. Now 
what is to be obtained in becoming conformable 
to the divine Power? I fay it is the great Deli- 
verance, becauſe it leads into the Liberty which 
is that of the Sons of God; in which Liberty 
each one is to know of a Power in himſelf, given 
of God by his Word, to reader himſelf unto 
him, and ſo bear Rule in himſelf by that Power 
iven of God in which way ye take hold of the 
eee which will manifeſt its own Governs 
ment, and that Power which is of the Kingdom 
which ts Spiritual, which owes no Obedience 
unto any but unto him Lord over all, and the 
Miniſtration of the Word is.that Law the King- 
dom ſtands in, which Law ruling in Man ſets 
him at Liberty, and'is his Deliverance.

The Word is Light before your Eyes, and ye 
muſt know it Wiſdom in your Hearts; there- 
fore know ye the Lord is nigh unto you, and 
what ſhall I ſay unto you? Fear not. He that is 
with you, yes in you, is greater than he that is 
in the outward World. Whilft I am thus come 
unto my Diſciples and remain with them, they 
cannot faint or wax weary ; living in Manife- 
ation it is, to each one, a State of Light in 
which God is known; therefore Manifeſtation, 
235 it is ſent to this End, the Power of it being 
felr, it is the Bread of Life, and this is that ye 
muſt live in and upon, and here muſt be all your

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Joy and Rejoicing ; now the Lord is come to

Conſider theſe Things, for my 
Creation is in the Deliverance; this ſhall be 
known, and it ſhall be believed, and the Exer- 
ciſe of this Faith ſhall command the Day to 
make haſte, and the Salvation to uſher in, for 
there ſhall be known the Election in the Spirit of 
Interceſſion, and ſo the Bleſſing made known, 
that is the Bleſſing he, your Lord, went before 
you for, and does rake poſſeſſion of, that in the 
Fulneſs of Time, in him, and with him, in 
that expreſs Bleſſing might that Diſpenſation be 
known of holy Sacrifice. | | 

Saith the Lord, what is before my Diſciples 
T take delight to ſpeak of, that their pure Minds 
may be edified and raiſed, that the Power of 
divine Love may be felt more ſtrong, which is 
to be known that Clothing of the Man in which 
he preſents himſelf to his God, and all Bleflin 
manifeſts itſelf the Bleſſing of Power opened, 
which is that Power the divine Nature conſiſts: 
of ; and as the Word thus appears, the Day of 
your Lord is made manifeſt, and the Commg 
of the Son of Man is revealed; yes, his Form 
1s made manifeſt, and this is the Miniſtration 
that is indeed appointed to make perfect in 
Knowledge, that Knowledge that is freely given, 


Knows 
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Knowledge being revealed in that all- powerful 
Light of God to touch this Spark of Light in. 
Man, that the ſame may increaſe, and the Increaſe 
manifeſt itſelf. in that Day when God thus reveals, 
what is the Viſitation of his Power, Wiſdom, and 

Love? For this is the Form of Man, therefore 
the Viſitation.of divine Power is to be known; 
thus in the Unity. Wiſdom, Power, and Love, 
being in ſuch a Viſitation, the Miniſtration of 
the Word teaches how this deſcending Power in- 
fuſes itſelf into the inward Form, working after. 
its own Kind, that all Exerciſe of the inward 

Spirit may be known, from the Indwelling of

This is that 
inward Work each Man is called to, and in this 
Work each Man muſt be convinced, the De» 
ſcending of divine Power is the Means he 
muſt uſe, and in uſing the ſame he abides wait» 
ing ; and here is the Teſtimony the Soul waits 
in, I will ſtill wait, for ere I was aware my. Lord 
was with me, therefore I will wait with an open 
Door, that I may invite him who now makes 
manifeſt that Form, the Strength of divine En- 
gagement, the Soul becomes able to draw Jeſus 
Into himſelf, yes, to draw that ſpeaking Word in- 
to himſelf, which will exerciſe the inward Senſes 
with various Communications, which will be 
known all Strength and all Powerful; ſo that 
there cannot be Doubring, there cannot be Fear; 
for this Viſitation of divine Power caſts out all 
Uabelief and flaviſh Fear, and the Spirit in Man 
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enters into Liberty, and this Liberty has the 
ſtrongeſt Guard in itſelf, it ſtands in all holy 
Diligence; here's the Manifeſtation of the di- 
vine Word to teach of its own Indwelling in 
Man; yes, I teach of the ſundry Degrees of my 
own Inbeing, that the Weak ſhould nor fear but 
hope, the Strong ſhould ſtill know there is 
much more Strength to be obtained, yes, be- 
cauſe the Viſitation of divine Power is come, 
which is to be known that Power converting 
Worlds and Nations; not only a World or a 
Nation, but Worlds and Nations, becauſe of 
the Bleſſing of Promiſe to work univerſally ; as 
I have had my Witneſſes, know that the ſame 
has been in Worlds and in Nations; I have not 
wanted a Nation to confeſs me | 
Turn your Eyes and Mind into my Word; 
what is Man.? I would that he ſhould know 
himſelf, that in ſo knowing he may now know 
the Lord is come, and that the Word of God is 
in Man, which Man is to know for himſelf his 


being filled with the Knowledge of God; now 


God appearing to make manifeſt this Word of 
God dwelling in Man, be aſſured he follows on 
in this Viſitation, therefore Man is expreſsly 
called to follow on to know, as there is ſuch a 
Seat formed and placed in Man, ard the divine 
Being appears to make this manifeſt unto him; 
then know aſſuredly Man is under that Call of 
opening unto his God, yielding to his God, 
that for himſelf he may know concerning this 
Word of God in himſelf a Seat for a higher 
Power, that the ſame Word may increafe and 
grow up to manifeſt its own Form.

dience, this, I ſay, is Obedience to God; who- 

foeyer thus is before me, ſaith the Lord, I will 
defend and keep, and no Evil ſhall come nigh.

AM the Word of God; verily I am the Word 
of God, that Word in which is founded all

Arine, that Word which is the Guide, there is 
no other ; the Way is of me, the Truth and the 
Life I make manifeſt ; ſo bleſſed are all they that 
come unto me, for ſuch that ſo come as I the 
Word direct, I ſhew unto them rhe Kingdom; 
I come to make known to what End the Word 
of God ſpezks, that in his now ſpeaking, all may 
be known for which he did ſpeak, and there is 
no other Guide to Wiſdom, there is no other 
Interpreter of the Word of God; but the Word 
itſelf leads into itſelf, and ſhews to Man all that 
is good for him, yes, all that is good in his Pro- 
bation State ; in which State of Man, having 
the Word for his Guide and Interpreter, he 
learns Things too deep, and too hard to be un- 
derſfood, that have once appeared by the ſame 
Word of God ; for the ſame Word that did ſpeak 
at the Firſt and in the Beginning, now ſpeaks 
alſo to teach the Beginning, and to manifeſt all 
the gradual Steps the Word of God hath taken 
for a Guide unto its own Center, that it might 
be known by the Light of the Word the way to 
the Kingdom was indeed walked in, hotwithſtand- 
ing the Way was to be made more plain ; and for 
the Advantage of the Faithful great Appearances 
were to ſhow themſelves, which were theſe Ap-

ſing that was revealed ſo far unto them; but 
there was another Time in which the Bleſſing 
was to ſhew itſelf, therefore that Light in ſuch 
a Viſitation was drawn up into its own Center, 


and was ſufficient that it hath been known all 


fuch Appearances did point unto the greater Ap- 
pearance, and what had already been given for 
the Uſe of Man, and ſtands under divine Com-

that is to revive and bring forth to the Expe- 
rience of Man that expreſs Image of God in 
himſelf. Hearken and give Ear to what I ſpeak, 
for now, as the Miniſter of Righteouſneſs, I ap: 
pear more and more to demonſtrate my Dectrine 
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as the Power and Wiſdom of God, ahd as it falls 
down as the Rain, it is that one great Anointin

Sort they be. Whoſoever yields himſelf unto 
me, he ſhall know me the divine Word, this Re- 
finer to himfelf and for himſelf, ſo that he 
ſhall know the Word of God does not conſume 
him, but does purify and refine him to maks 
him more and more receptible for his Lord: 
I thus come to teach, that my own waiting for 
me may offer themſelves an acceptable Sacrifice 
in the Way of divine Appointment, which 
Way I make manifeſt as the Delight of the 
Lord; to know what it is to be ſuch a Wor- 
ſhipper muſt add great Joy and Rejoycing in the 
Lord, and edify the inward Spirit, which is re- 
freſhed by divine Communication. The King- 
dom makes haſte to be revealed ; this appears by 
the Doctrine you hear; and in ſuch a Day of 
the Lord, what are my Choſen to expect, but 
that by the Manifeſtation of the Word ray 
ſhall be privileged with the Revelation of. theſe 
deep Purpoſes of Wiſdom that ftand in Infinite- 
neſs, and have there remained, but give out of 
themſelves to aſſure the Choſen of God, that all 
the preparative Work of Wiſdom is almoſt fi- 
niſhed and brought to paſs, . that the Glory of 
the Lord might come down upon the Wane 
of 
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of Wiſdom; and Wiſdom might be juſtified by 
all her Children that has led them in the right 
Way. Wiſdom that begets and brings forth, 
teaches of herſelf to manifeſt what is begotten, 
is of the ſame that begetteth. Conſider with 
yourſelves that ye may know what Day it is you 
are in; ſurely every Day has been the Day of 
the Lord, but there was that Light to deſcend 
which was to be known the Light of that Day 
which admits of no Darkneſs. Bleſſed are they 
that in Hearing find that good Will in them. 
ſelves to be continually faying, Lord make haſte, 
let it come to paſs according to thy Word, that 
thy righteous Government may take place, for 
then ſurely every Man under this Government 
will be able to govern himſelf. Such a State is 
before you ; verily the Word of God bears 
witneſs, and the Orders of the Living rejoice ; 
then ſays the Word, Hearken, O ye Sons of 
Men, and incline your Minds to Wiſdom, 
that ye yourſelves, through believing may be 
in Unity with - thoſe bleſſed Aſſemblies of 
the Lord: God that offer Praiſe continually, 
that in this Way ye may know how your 
Lord is in the Heavens and on the Earth; for 
verily all muſt appear, and the Word is for 
Inſtruction, then it muſt be for Edification, for 
the Manifeſtatien of the divine Word opens 
the Darkneſs of Man, and ſo finks down upon 
that Spirit, that Form of rhe divine Image, that 
this Ground-of Man may be full of Light, and 
that he may riſe and move in this Light; for this 
ig the Light of the Lord, and it is in this way 
Communion can be held, and that living Voice: 
be known in Man which unites into the Word 
of Gd, and ſo is acceptable in the divine Pre- 
ſence, who is ever delighted with what is ſo be- 
fore him. Whence think you is this Miniſtra- 
tion? It is of God, comes from God, and goes 
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Xo God; and conſider how it comes, it comes 


for your Uſe and Advantage, it goes alſo unto 
God for your Advantage, offering your innocent 
Deſires as the Word of God diſcerns the Secrets 
of every Heart, weighs in the true Ballance 
that inward Working of the Mind, therefore the 
Word of God offers nothing in return as an 
Anſwer of the Soul but what ſhall be delighted 
in and accepted Now deſire the Word of God; 
you muſt deſire it, you: can do no leſs; how 
uſeful is it every way ? Who can live without 
ir that have taſted the divine Power, and are 
under the Government of the divine Word, 
which is as a ſtrong Guard of Light and Power, 
holding in itſelf; RAGE with this -Voice, 
God is Love; therefore the Operation of the di- 
vine Word is Love as itdeſcends down upon the 
Breaſt; and this Love is Light, and this Light 
is Jeſus Chriſt in Man; yes, this Light is Jeſus 
in Man as Jeſus is riſen; to this End the Word 
comes to teach that every Miniſtration may be 
known of what Kind it is, the Glory of every 
Miniſtration be acknowledged as it is; all Mini- 
trations ſtand in Unity, and do not oppoſe one 
another or condemn one another, and the pre- 


ſent Viniſtration teaches all this, becauſe it 


darts its own Light upon every Miniſtration, 
that none ſhould fear to come unto the Word, 
but be bold to hear that Voice of Chriſt to the 
Soul; the Word of God in thus ſpeaking, pre- 
pares the way for the Foundation of that Glory 
and Power to appear, and to bring to that cer- 
tain Period when all muſt be delivered up to he 


the rightful Heir of all Things. This is the

higher Deſires in ſeeking after Knowledge which 


centers in Inviſibles, becauſe the State of Invi- 


fibles are made manifeſt to be durable, after their 


own kind and in their own way; therefore to 


know a Life in yourſelves thus deſiring after the 
Knowledge of ſuch an Exerciſe, ſurely you muſt 


be delighted continually in the Variety of Mani- 


ſeſtation, that ſhews itſelf to be from the Center

to appear in this Teſtimony, ſo that what hath 
been, as well what is to appear, to perfect the 
Knowledge unto Man of his own Deliverance, 
Ard be known unto all, therefore there can be 
Bothing forgotten. As ſuch a Demonſtration 
of divine Power now teacheth, every Diſciple 
may ſee what he is called unto, which 1s to wait, 
even until in waiting he finds the Increaſe of this 
Power, which is the putting on Knowledge as a 
Garment, which Clothing of Knowledge will be 
known the Form of divine Love ; therefore as 
all are to be made manifeſt in this Form, the 
Clothing of divine Power in and upon all will 
be in that Unity which is to manifeſt the ſet- 
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ting together the whole Body. Such a Goſpel 
of your Lord is to te iſy concerning the King- 
dom what it is, and how there is the Advances in 
this Kingdom-power, all which is to be obtained 
in believing ; Faith being called into Exerciſe in 
the preſent Manifeſtation, this Faith is made 
ſufficient, and is as a ſingle Eye towards God, full 
of Light. and fo able to look upon all the ſundry 
Manifeſtations of God, that hath been with his 
People Day after Day. 

This is the Way, ſaith the divine Word, that

There are Bleſſings that are to increaſe in this 
Day of my Viſitation, which are to be known to 
ſoch that obey my Word, Bleſſings of the upper 
and nether Springs, for I will deliver a Rem- 
nant, ſaith the Lord, out of the Oppreſſion that

better. Natural human Wiſdom being uſed

HY PE in God makes the Heart glad; thus to 
be engaged works a Preparation for Un- 
derſtanding and more expreſſy when the Word 
ſpeaketh being clothed with divine Power, it is 
of that Uſe and of that Advantage, which makes 
manifeſt in Man to himſelf, that he is brought 
under that Bleſſing of knowing the Increaſe of 
Deſire towards God, and that in full Aſſurance 
of believing when the Revelation of the Word 
appears to teach more manifeſtly concerning the 
Increaſe of Knowledge, which is that ſpecial 
Viſitation of God that is to fill the Form of the 
Underſtanding every way with that Light made 
ſufficient in divine Will, to hold Communion 
with thoſe ſundry Manifeſtations that appear to 
reſtify concerning the State of Knowledge, 
which is a free State unto Man in the Time 
he is thus to know his God, and all thoſe Be-

fairh the Lord. the Spirit, thus to bring together 
in divine Will, will be as a Finger of divine 
Light, pointing unto all how it is, that accord- 
ng to divine Appointment, there ſh-1] be Con- 
feſſion made in Order, Supplication may be made 
for the reſtoring any in this Family that through 
Weakneſs may fall into or under any kind of 
Temptation. 

The Spirit all diſcerning Being thus to be 
given and to be exerciſed, the Methods of di- 


vine Goodneſs that are to be known, will now 


appear ſo extraordinary, as that all wirh Delight 
will become conformable, and ſubjett them- 
ſelves to ſuch a Government; for it will be the 
Appearance of that happy and bleſſed Govern- 
ment in. which all Love in the Spirit of ns 

dom. 
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dom will exerciſe it ſelf, and there will be no 
boaſting one over another, or exerciſing that 
Authority vain, but it will be known that 
exerciſing of Love, every way for the in- 
creaſe of Strength to the Weak, for all Power 
is to be uſed in the Will of God, and accord- 
ing as Love unchangeable hath its Methods 
of governing, ſo will this Government be 
known, Hearken unto my Voice, ſaith the 
Word, for I now ſhew unto you the pure 
Way of the Lord, and that great Liberty ſpiri- 
tual in which the Family-of God are now to 
know one another, and be together in the Exer- 
ciſe of that Power for help unto all in this Fa- 
mily, and of this- Family, that there may be- this

fo be known good according as I ſpeak, all this 
1s to work a Preparation ; ſuch are called to 
ſtand ſtill, wait to ſee how Wiſdom will appear 
to all ſuch already within this Liberty, in bringing 
into the ſame Liberty ſuch alſo that are appointed 
to partake of the ſame Bleſſing; ſo muſt it be 
known that ſuch as are without muſt be brought 
within, and into the ſame Liberty in the Way 
and Will of God, whether it be by the Way of 
Mercy or Judgment working ; all muſt know 
this certain Diſcipline T now ſpeak of, into which 
the Family of God muft be brought and muſt 
ſubmit unto; This being believed, what is it 
my Faithful can have recourſe unto > Muſt they 
not ſee it is expreſly neceſſary for them to give 
heed unto the Light that appears, which is the 
Word of God, that they may walk according 
thereto, abiding in that Light which ſprings 
forth, the Eye being ſingle, the Wiſdom of God 
is to be known in that Increaſe, that as the 1 
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lation of the Houſe of God is made, ſo muſt 
this Houſe of God know its own filling, and the 
divine Power governing this Houſe of God ; 
I ſhall aſſuredly this Day, and in the Miniſtra- 
tion I appear in, teach all Duty, all expreſs and 
neceſſary Duties mine muſt be found in, both 
toward God and one another, all from the Re-

and it does indwell; and as this Spirit riſes in this 
Underſtanding which is th: living Spirit in 
Man, then it is that he muſt know for himſelf 
the Word that does appear is for his Inſtruction, 
and to give every Man to know how he muſt 
bear rule in himſelf, maintain for himſelf what 
is given unto him, which is the Manifeſtation 


this Word fails not to be a Light in every Man's 
Breaſt, by which he becomes more ſenſible of his

It is vain for any Man to pretend 
to have ſuch a Monitor, the divine Word, whilſt 
he knows in himſelf, for himſelf, he holds Com- 
munion with any Power or Appearance that 
works oppoſed to the Manifeſtation of the divine 
Word that reveals its own Operation in every 
Man. Behold, faith the Lord God, my Word 
is as a Refiner's Fire. I am come, faith the 
Lord God, that true and faithful Witneſs as that 
my Diſciples ſhall know how the Witneſs of the 
Spirit worketh in themſelves every way, that 
they may indeed yield themſelves to that Ope- 
ration of God, which is to be known the Opera-

rection to Life which I now preach, ſays the 
Word of God; it is to be known the Doctrine 


of the preſent Day, and my Doctrine is for In- 


ſtruction, as well as for Conſolation ; it is the 
Wiſdom and Power of God to form the Chil- 
dren of the Kingdom every way receptible for

Foundation; the Miniſtration of the Word in 
the Coming of the Lord is to ſhew unto each 
one what is the Liberty they themſelves muſt 
know themſelves eſtabliſhed upon, that all may 
indeed know how in the Spirit they worſhip 
God, and what that Worſhip is that is of the 
Spirit, and what that Conformity is they ſtand 
in to the divine Being, that doth indeed call for 
Obedience, and that from every one according 
as the Word of God revealeth, which is now to 
be known that faithful Miniſter and Monitor 
which is not wanting, neither will be, to the 
faithful! Follower of the Lord. The Minifſtra- 
tion of the Word is every way uſeful, and that 
as it appears; for as the Word manifeſteth, fo 
is the Lord known, and there is that uniting 
into Manifeſtation which is to be known the 
Operation of God ; in this, and by the Power 
of this Operation, the pure Word of God is 
faſted and is known to be the Word of my .

then bleſſed are all they that hear the Word of 
God and know it ſo to be; there are great Ad- 
vantages in this Experience, for there is the 
fame Power of the Word of God to be known 
as the Word of God ſpesketh in, and the Word 
of God ſpeaks in its own Unity, and fo it is 
known, and in this way Knowledge Spiritual

Known, and every Diſciple to know himſelf with 
his Lord.

Liberty of Hope, which Hope centering in God 
makes the Soul to rejoice. Thus the divine 
Word appears for the Uſe of each one, that he 
may in the Word and by the Word makg Appli- 
cation.

Spirit found in Man to give Judgment for him» 
ſelf and for his God as the Voice of God may 
require; and there is that waiting in the Call of 
God which is the Teftimony to the Faithful, 
therefore to abide waiting in the Way I 
have made known to be my Call, that is to 
ſtand in the Teſtimony God in his own due 
time will witneſs unto, in order to make him 
ſelf known more manifeſt and more viſible in 
the Earth. The Truth and Faithfulneſs of fo 
good a Monitor is to be conſidered and to be 
hearkned unto, that fo each one may ſtrengthen 
themſelves in that preſent Call of God, and have 
their Hope, Truſt and Confidence in his Good - 
neſs; thus to know the Exerciſe of Faith, how 
powerful it is, how extraordinary uſcful it is 
in the Day Cod appears to be known in oper- 
ing thoſe Secrets of his divine Purpoſe, which 
are to be made known the Wiſdom of God in 
Man, when Man ſhall thus be anointed that he 
may perceive the Works of God as they are 
opened by divine Commind, Mas being z2p- 
pointed to know every Work of God, and to ſee 
at 
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it as it is; Then what is this Deliverarce * How 
great muſt it appear to be to all ſuch who ze 
tenſible of their own Darkneſs and the Dark- 
neſs that worketh ? The Miniſtration of the 
Word doth give my Choſen to fee. how Hard- 
neſs of Heart, Bli dneſs cf Eyes, is in and up- 
on all, aid how this increaſeth, and how it is 
delighted in, which maniteſterh-the prevailing 
Power of Darkneſs that doth indeed captivate 
the Vinds of all ſuch who are ignorant of the 
Way of God opening and dividing the Darke 
neſs and the Light, the Light f:om the Dark- 
neſs ; but in all this, ſays the Word, I ſhall be 
greatly glorified ; as I make my ſelf known 
more univerſally, ſo will my Power appear 
much greater; but the Viſitation of the Lord 
is in order to form a People unto whom he 
ſhews himſelf and doth manifeſt of his Power, 
that ſuch a People may be known as the Church 


of God upon which and by which he will 


work, and will manifeſt that Power which ſhall 
make it ſelf known to be the forming Power 
of the Almighty. I have thus begun; Know 
then, ſaith the Lord, Iwill perfect all my Plea- 
ſure in this Way. Conſider how ye have been

Vu are called 
thus to hear that ye may be edified in your 
waiting, and know by what Arm of Power 
this Deliverance is to be perfected, what Wit 
dom this Liberty is to be enlarged by, what 
Diſcipline all are to be eſtabliſhed in, in the 
Liberty they are called into; my Ways are 
Ways of Wiſdom, they are all good as they 
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appear; the ſimple in Heart know and will con- 
fels in this way God is acknowledged and 
glorified in every Method of his working ; 
thus is the Way inlarged for Manifeſtation, 
and this Manifeſtation doth enlarge, and thus 
my Children muſt grow up in Knowledge and 
in Wiſdom ſo to abide before me the Lord, to 
manifeſt that they do rejoyce in the Liberty 
God calls into ; for in this Liberty fpiritual

ſible; all muſt appear the Day of the Lord 
admits of, and the Spirit of Wiſdom' will 
work in and by all. Here is the Safety of my 
People And now faith the Word, all ſuch 
thit indeed wait in Simplicity ſhall know that 
with them is the Voice of God, that Voice 
that ſhall rend off every Veil of Darkneſs. 
Rejoyce in Hope, that Hope fixing it ſelf in 
God; thus to be before me, this will be unit- 
ing into all Manifeſtation, ſo that Manifeſta- 
tion will be the Delight of the Soul whatever it 
maketh manifeſt, for the Word of God fo 
comes to Man; and under all my Teachings, 
ſays the Word, mine may know they are in- 
deed fixed whilſt they find a Diſpoſition in 11 
themſelves ſtill to wait for the Increaſe of 1 
Knowledge, for the Increaſe of that Experience ih 
of divine Power in themſelves, which is to

an. inward Power ;. where the divine Power 
thus toucheth the Soul, it is that the Soul 
may ſe:k more earneſtly, may preſerve what 
it does find, and what it does experience, and. 
in no way let. that go bur wait the Viſitat)- 
on of the Lord for the greater Increaſe. 1 
am near, faith the Lord, ro all ſuch, yes in 


their ſecking they ſhall find me and be de-

Conſider con- 
cerning ſpiritual Gitrs, and every Office of the 
Spirity how it is to appear and to what End, for 
a Miniſtration now to bring into the Knowledge 
of all Bleſſing is the Miniſtration that is for an 
appointed Time, and every Branch of it muſt 
ſhew forth itſelf, and thus in all Gifts exerciſing, 
all Power will appear to center in the firſt Ful. 
neſs, and this is the Guide to Man, yes, the 
Miniſtration of the Word in ſo ſpeaking, and 
it muſt be a Guide to Man that he may ſee his 
End his Beginning, and his Beginning his End ; 


ſo he centers into the Perfection of that Form of 


Holineſs he was created and brought forth to 


know.

OS T wonderful is the Way in which God

Spirit that is in 
Communication or Revelation; there are ſun- 
dry Ways, O Lord, in which thou doſt 
thus make thy ſelf known as the all-conquer- 


ing Power working in the way of Communi- 
cation to -ſubdue thoſe natural Powers that

which Miniſtration muſt be conſider'd as a Mi- 
niſtration to raiſe up that inward Spark of Light 
in Man, that deep Spirit which is to be made 
more acquainted with the Form of the new Man 
in Jeſus, more acquainted than at the Beginning 
when the very Manifeſtations of the Lord were 
to prepare the Way, yes, to prepare the Way 
for all Works and Workings to ſhew forth them- 

ſelves which are to be known the Works of the 
| almighty divine Being, there was a Preparation 
to be wrought in Man and upon Man, and alſo a 
Way opened for Man in this Preparation to be 
drawn into Communion with that Voice of 
the great Head which hath Life in itſelf, but the 
Voice does become more and more powerful and 
is fo known and ſo put on, ſo that the Diſciples 
of the Lord are made acquainted in what way 


they become like unto him, and all Manifeſta- 


tion 15 anſwered unto, and your great Lord is 
made known in all, in all the Obedience he aid 
ſtand in to the Father, as all Bleſſing from that 
Foundation and by virtue of that Obedience 
doth ſhew forth itſelf, bur the greater 2nd higher 
Bleſſing which is the Miniſtration of Knowledge 
unto Man, that is to be known in and under 
that Appearance of your Lord when the Spirit 
mall fo deſcend, which is that Spicir of Life 
and Power, that Spirit of Jeſus, as you muſt 
conſider the Anointing ſo to be; for it is to 
teach of him exalted, and the greater Bleſſings 
that are to be opened and made manifeſt when 
all the Redeemed of the Lord are to have the 


greater Advantage and Advance into higher 
Power.

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Be not ignorant, ſays the Word, concerning 
the Life and the Operation of Life, the Body 
myſtical is in as it is waiting; and if ye con- 
ſider concerning the great Head waiting the 
ſetting together and uniting this Body myſtical, 
you muſt know that in the Day a Miniſtration 
appears to teach of the Reſurrection of this 
Body, then every State is to be revealed and 
made manifeſt that all Scripture may be fulfilled, 
and the Diſciples of the Lord with him in the 
Miniſtration of his exalted Power, a Miniſtra- 
tion of Bleſſing to all that believe; then it is 
the Myſtery of God opens itſelf, and that Liſe

in him which is now called into that high and 
noble Exerciſe of knowing what is the Mini- 
ſtration of the Word of God in the States of 
the Living which ſtand in a Government not 
earthly but heavenly ; the Knowledge of the

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Communion of Saints it is not vain Imagina- 
tion; there is a great and a glorious Commu— 
nion to be revealed that there may be one 
Record and one Teſtimony, the ſame on Farth as 
it is in Heaven. Here I come to open that glo- 
rious Order, the Houſe of God ſtandeth in, and 
is to know itſelf in a glorious Order; ſays 
the Word, the Miniſtration of Power, Wiſ- 
dom and Love is the Feeding unto all in 
this Order, belonging to this Order; ſuch muſt 
the Diſciples of the Lord be to ſtand in Com- 
munion with him; in Order this Communion 
may be known, doth the Word ſpeak, and the 
Word doth bear Witneſs what it is; if any 
will know it for himſelf, the conſider the 
Teſtimony of the Word, and know concern» 
ing the Indwelling of Chriſt as it is to be known 
in each Man, what it is this Chriſt in Man is 
to grow up unto, and what is neceſſary to 
manifeſt unto Man this Chriſt in himſelf ; the 
divine Word is come the Miniſter of all Know- 
ledge ſufficient for ezch Man to exerciſe him- 
felf that he may find ſufficient in himſelf, with 
himſelf, and for himſeif, to direc his Mind in- 
tothe Conſideration of a holy Conſtitution, a

ment in every Man, and that Underſtanding 
which ſhall be ſufficient, fo that all ſuch may 
have in themſelves the Indwelling of Know- 
ledge which is that of the Lord Chrift, and ſo 
become Witneſſes of this great Day and of this 
Power of. the Lord. Confider how the Word 
ſpeaketh, and what may be hoped for in this Day 
concerning all inviſtble Orders being made ma- 
niſeſt in their Orders as Jeſus the Head is to 
be known in a ruling Government in all Or- 
ders; for when this is revealed, then my Diſci- 
ples will fee indeed how they are to become 
ſubje ct to that Order which is only ſpiritual, he 
that appoints all Orders being preſent with his 
People. Thus far I fhew unco you Concerning 
the 
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the Day before you; alſo ſays the Word, I 
ſpeak to teach the great Advantage there is in 
the Exerciſe of Faith; Faith in God exerciſes 
itſelf in all Promiſe as the Bleſſing of all Pro- 
miſe now will be known, for the Word teſti- 
fies this is the Period of Time; what Sign would 
ye ſee ? For behold he that ſpeaks in your 
Ears perfeQts all, and you are taught how to 
know him as he ſpeaks ; Unite into the Bleſſing 
of Promiſe as Promiſe ſpeaketh to ſhew the Power 
and Glory of the Lord that ſhall be with his 
Church, and behold you make ſure to vourſelves 
the Glory that is after to appear; the Mini- 
ſtration of the Word for Inſtruction will now 
in this Day be kncwa that true Guide of Life, 
a Guide into all living Power as it deſcends; 
the Children of the Kingdom that areſo acknow- 
ledged and indeed have found in themſelves 
the Spirit of the Kingdom, they muſt alfo bc 
inſtructed concerning the Kingdom and what 
Government they muſt bow to and yield them- 
felves unto ; it is good for my Diſciples to be 
inſtructed in all Things neceſſary; then conſider, 
faith the Lord, behold many Works ſhew forth 
my Coming; let all waiting for me be upon 
their Watch continually. Vanity of Vanities ! 
behold all Things are vain, all Fleſh is Graſs, 
the Goodlineſs of all Things fades away 28 2 
Flower in the Field; truſt in the Lord and be 
at Peace, rejoice in hope of the Government 
now to be eſtabliſhed, the Earth ſhall be deliver- 
ed and all that dwell therein; all Things ſhall 
| witneſs to my Coming, Powers of all Kinds, 
| Powers in all Orders. Now my Peace ſhall be 
| ſufficient for my Diſciples, and the Peace they 
| ſhall know in themſelves with me ſhall be an 
Earneſt unto each one to that univerſal Peace to 
be eſtabliſhed ; but that this Peace may be efla-+ 
| bliſhed, Turnings and Overturnings that have 
not been known, Confuſion and Deſolation ;

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bleſſed are they that hide themſelves; ſo wait 
as that ye may be under the Hidings of the 
divine Preſence, each one meditating and con- 
remplating in what is now offered, which is the

may be kept pure, yes, out of the Evil that 
now worketh ; my Diſciples ate not to defile 
themſelves but to abide with me the Word, 
waiting to accompany me in all that I make ma. 
nifeſt, end ſo to ſtand in the Witneſs of the 
Word with the Word; for I ſay the Power of 
the Word will raiſe up every Heart and Mind 
thus waiting into a ſpiritual Exerciſe, which

What wait ye for? The great Interpreter is 
come, which is the Word that will be an In- 
terpreter in every Man, for every Man ; no one 
can be ignorant that hearkens to my Word con- 
cerning the Working and the Coming of that 
reſtoring Power, becauſe the Miniſtration every 
way appears to teach how it hath been in the Tn- 
creaſe unto Man and in Man; that now it 
may be known this Power ſo worketh as that 
it appears to fill all the Beings of the Living;

feſtations of the Spirit by which all the Works 
of the Spirit are to be known, and every Ope- 
ration is taught by the Miniſtration of the Spirit, 
a Guide unto all in the Spirit, that the Unity of 
walking in the Spirit before the Lord may be 
known, and fo each Heart and Mind kept ſpot- 
Teſs in the Fear of God, waiting for that Anoint.

Footſtep of the Lord is glorious, and it is full of 


Light unto all that know him ; but I ſay there 
is a Miniſtration all muſt come unto, and all 
Appearances muſt be judged by; and in this 
way it is to be known Judgment is of the Lord; 
the Speaking of the Oracle, ſays the mighty 
One, calls for all ſerious Attention and Conſi- 
deration, for here is a Light come which will be 
ſuſficient in the uſing of it to examine all Appea- 
rances of every kind, and every Appearance 
that is of your Lord will rejoice to come to 
the Light he ſtabliſhecth.

but, behold now, ſays the mighty Lord, the 
great Head, I come to ſhew concerning the

| ly Support of the Soul from the Begin- 
ning, that Word the Lord God did give and 
did communicate in every way in which he 
did appear to make himſelf known unto his 
People ; and the Word of the Lord as it was 
2ceived and found, ſo was it to each one 
made Meat and Drink ; which Teſtimony con- 
ce:rning the Power of the Word hath been 
made to the Faithful, ſo hath the Word of the 
Lord been known as a living Spring from 
that full Fountain, that Fountain of ecernal 
Light, Love and Power that hath been giving 
our of itſelf; and whilſt the Word of the Lord 
was thus immediately communicated, God yy 
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ſ known with his People, as that from the 
Word, and the Power of the Word, they were 
made acquainted with the good Pleaſure of the 
Lord in the preſent Manifeſtation; and alſo 
the ſame Word that did thus teach, was uſeful 
as it did reveal to the Faithful how the Power 
of divine Love was to exert itſelf, in order to 
he w unto Man the way of his Recovery more 
glorious and more abſolute than the Word at 
firſt did teach.

Things paſs away; what Scene ſoever ſhews 
itſelf it is but for a Moment, becauſe that Eſta- 
bliſhment which is to remain muſt ſhew itſelf, 
muſt take its own rightful Poſſeſſion, Conſider 
how the Earth is the Lord's, the Heavens alſo, 
and all muſt be known a Creation to God bear- 
ing the Image of Holineſs. Now let it conti- 
nually be your Cry, The Will of the Lord be 
done upon Earth as it is in Heaven, yes, the 
Will of the Lord be done in you and by you, 
that ye may know how ye ſtand in the Will of 
the Lord in a Hope and in Expedtation, in the 
Exerciſe of believing all Manifeſtation as it is 
the Preparation for divine Will to be done fully, 
yes, compleatly according to the Determination 
and Appointment of one eternal Being. I would 
that ye ſhould wait rejoicing, having in your- 
ſelves the Joy of the Lord, which keeps the in- 
ward Mind in that continual ExpeCQation of 
Joy, which Joy abounds more and more 7 the 
Olce 
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Voice of the Lord is known in each one to each 
one; and the Voice of the Lord is, Wait pa- 
tiently, wait, wait in the Love of God; this it 
is that keeps the Mind in Peace, and the Soul 
ever preſents itſelf in more raiſed Deſires to 
know the Power of that eternal Son which is 
Light and Wiſdom to each one thus waiting,

(? ONCERNING the Church being alive, 
and the State of the Church in that Life 
to be known, it is worthy of all Conſideration, 
what Voice or what Interpreter it is that is ſuf- 
ficient to declare the State of the Church ; the 
Church is not without the Voice of the tive 


Prophet, and the Voice of the true Prophet is 


the Strength of that Church of God alive; un- 
leſs the Voice of the true Prophet be in and 
with the Church, the State of the Church is 
not to be known, or the ſeveral States of Power 
in that Life which is ſpiritual the Church muſt 
know itſelf in; as the Foundation of the Church 


is laid in that Truth which hath been alive from 


the Beginning, what Voice is it that is to be 
known ſufficient to teſtify concerning the Church 
being in Exerciſe in that Life, having ſo far put 
on the Life as that the Church itſelf ſhall know 
itſelf a living Form in that Life, which is that 
Life of Jeſus, the Power, the Wiſdom, the 
Love of the eternal Father. 


Now of what Form is this Church? Or what 


is the Beginning of this Church ſo to be made 
manifeſt as that this Church is to be preſented a 
Lving Church, a holy Church, a Body without 


Spot ? 
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Spot? Let nohe be ignorant concetning the 

oice of the great Interpreter, the Voice of that 
great Prophet, ſo to be known in the Church 
as that the Church alive in the Blefling of di- 
vine Power may know itſelf alive in Jeſus, and 


alive unto him. Concerning the Viſitation of 


this great Prophet thus to be known, that what- 
ever is neceſſary for the Church to know con- 
cerning that firſt Eſtabliſhment in Truth and 
Righteouſneſs, it may know by the Revelation 
and the Miniſtration which is of this one great 
Prophet, Gifts that are exerciſed under him, 


that are ſpiritual Gifts for particular Uſes, 


which are Gifts to be given of the Lord, and 
that in the Way of the immediate Anointing 
all- ſufficient, which Anointing is to be known 
the Voice of that great Interpreter, interpreting 
all Scripture, opening all Myſteries in it.

thus known and does thus appear to miniſter 
unto all, the Waiting of all muſt be in Hope of 
the Bleſſing of Promiſe, that miniſterial Gifts ſhall 
indeed ſo deſcend ; and concerning the Gifts ſo 
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exerciſing themſelves, it is to be known from 
tte Word unto all that the Day and Com- 
ing of the Lord is then to be made manifeſt, 
inaſmuch as the Coming - of the Lord in the 
Day ſuch miniſterial Gifts are to be known is 
to be known the Coming of the Lord which 
is to fulfil all Scripture Myſtery and Prophely ; 
and from the preſent Revelation and Mini- 
ſtration all are called to know concerning that 
Light in Scripture, which indeed does and muſt 
unite with the preſent Light that appears, but 
it. is the preſent Light that makes known the 
Miniſtration how it is uſeful unto all that would 
indeed be known Diſciples of the Lord, preſent 
with the Lord in that Obedience of being 
Diſciples reſtifying of him. 

Thus appears the Miniſtration that is to be 
known dire&ly deſcending to be with Man, to 
manifeſt the.

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F HE Word that J ſpeak, ſaith the Lord, 
it is that Word of almighty Power that 
does appear and manifeſt itſelf to teach the 
Wiſdom of God, and to ſhew concerning this 
Wiſdom of God being a living Power in om 
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Man called to know the Lord. Wiſdom as it 
an exiſting Being formeth a Form receptible 
to receive Wiſdom, and to know the Over- 
ſhadowing of Wiſdom which is the Way the 
Wiſdom of God, which is the Spirit, doth by 
its own Overſhadowing beget; there being a' 
Spirit in Man appointed to know Wiſdom's 
Overihadowing, in order to bring forth this Spi- 
rit into that Exerciſe ſuitable to give the Spi- 
rit of Underſtanding, that Underſtanding which 
is for the Spirit in Man, to know it 1s of a 
higher Deſcent and a more noble Generation 
than that of a fleſhly Kind ; that this Spirit 
may be made manifeſt, the Word of God ap- 
pears to teach every way how the Spirit in 
Man is appointed to confain that Power of 
Wiſdom in Wiſdom's Overſhadowing; for when 
Wiſdom thus appears to this very End to inje& 
that living Power which muſt be the Power 
that rules and guides the inward Spirit in 
Man, then it is that there is poured down

this Goſpel did ſo appear as now it does; there - 
fore, ſays the Word, I would that all now wait- 
ing ſhould conſider in what Call they are, and 
under what Dominion ; for vetily, ſaith the 
Lord, from Scripture that hath already anſwered 
and been uſeful unto Man, it may be conſidered 
that the Diſciple being with the Lord in this his 


great Return of Power, hath many and great 


Advantages, yes, higher and more than before 
could be; for the State of all Happineſs draws 
nearer and opens-itſelf more plain, that the 
Spirit in Man may live in an Exerciſe ſuitable to 
the Glory that opens itſelf, and from the Word 
makes haſte to deſcend upon Man that he may 
know that noble Spirit in himſelf appointed to 
ſtand in Communion with ſpiritual Manifeſta- 
tion; and to have this Manifeſtation immediate 
as it ſhall be uſeful, helping all, it doth ap- 

ear that Bread of Life, as indeed it is, which 

rengthens this inward Liſe to perſevere on into 
the higher State of Life; for every Increaſe of 
Power is to be conſidered a higher State of Life, 
nearer in Communion with the great Head and 
Fulneſs. "0G; If 
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If any believe my Goſpel, ſays the Word, 
how will they diſpoſe themſelves to that patient 
waiting in the Love of God which defends and 
keeps every one, ſo that whatever appears theſe 
are not moved; they know where their Founda- 
tion is, they know where their Strength is al- 
mighty; therefore in the Government of the 
divine Word, there is all to be ſeen and all to 
be known as the Word reveals it. Thus to be 
united into this Appearance and Coming of your 
Lord, all Manifeſtations do make it more plain 
unto you, being given for yourUſe, to help you 
along, and to keep your inward Minds fixed in 
rhe great Center of Light ; and concerning this 
paradiſical Anointing that thus deſcends more 
and more. upon all and each one as to have a
